MAN-MADE LAWS GIVE 


Some time ago there appeared 
a digest of certain English laws 
concerning women, which indicat- 
ed that although many women 
object to living under man-made 
laws, these very laws gave them 
certain important advancages 
that were not accorded to men. 
It appears from an article ia the 
Buffalo Express that the !aws of 
New York State, insofar as they 
eflect women, are much like the 
English laws and that the suf- 
frage movement in that state has 
no sounder basis than it has in 
England. The fact is that in 
practically all English-speaking 
countries and states the laws do 
not discriminate against women 
except politically. If men have 
refused to give women the DLallot 
they have not taken advantaye of 
woman’s supposed political help- 
lessness to treat them unfairly. 
They have, on the contrary, as- 
sumed that woman is the wcaker 
vessel—an assumption which the 
suffragettes have done much to 
falsity—and have sought to shield 
her from many duties and penal- 
ties that men themsclves must 
undergo. 

Under the old common Jaw © of 
England, a man upon marriage 
became’ the custodian of his wife’s 
real and personal property, be- 
coming at the same time liable 
for her debts, whether contracted 
before or after marriage. ‘loday 
in’ New York husband and wife 
can hold property independently, 
but whereas the wife can dispose 
of her property as she sees fit, 
the husband must have her co: 
sent before he can dispose of his 
real property. In New York, «as 
in England, Ontario and most 
other English-speaking; states and 
provinces, the wite’s dower is 
reckoned to be one-third of her 
husband’s estate. That is co say, 
in dicu of what the wife as sup 
posed to have brought her tus 
band at) marriage, she hccomes 
upon his death, the owner of on 
third of his real estate. Tle can 
not will this away from her. If} 
he states in his will that she 1s 
to receive a certain sum of mou 
ey im leu of dower she can refuse 
to accept it If her husband 
leaves her money and poods in 
his will and neglects to say that 
this is in lieu of dower, she can 
still demand her third of iis real 
estate holdings. 


WOMEN PRIVILEGES 


In New York State a man is 
not held responsible for his wife’s 
wrongdoing as in some other 
states, but he is responsible for 
her reasonable purchases, even if 
he has previously warned mcr- 
chants not to give her credit. If 
she contracts a debt fraudulently 
she cannot be arrested. She can 


only be arrested in civil cascs for | 


wilful injury to person, character 
or property, or for contempt of 
court. A husband is required to 
maintain his wife and children, 
his sons until they are of age and 
his daughters until they marty. 
A wife is not required to con- 
tribute a dollar to the support of 
either husband or children, no 
matter how much money she my 
have, and how little he may have.

CUTWORMS — SOME 
HINTS 


TIMELY 


Cutworms are very injucivus 
this.spring. Reports of their (le- 
structiveness have’ come in fiom 
various qmarters, It hag been 
found. that poigoned bait made of 
bran mawh, sweetened with sugar 
or molasses, and made decidedly 
green with a liberal application 
of Paria grecn, to be a very good 
remedy in the garden, A table- 
‘spoonful of this should be put at 


frequent intervals among the 
plants subject to attacks, not, 
however, nearer than 12. inches 


to the plant, for in case of rain, 
the Paris: green might be vashed 
against the root and would — in- 
jure or kill the plants. Thorough 
cultivation is an aid. Pieces of 
shingle oy board placed at ipter- 
vals gver the garden, SeFVG Af 
traps under whieh the cutworms 
hide toward morning, and where 
they can be found and killed. 
I'requently the depredators will 
be found within an inch or so of 
the plant cut, buried an inch vn- 
der the soil. Young plants, like 
cabbage, cauliflower, etc., when 
first set out in a small zarden, 
should be protected by paper or 
tin, or a barrier of some sort, 
which should extend into the 
ground an inch or so, and two or 
three inches above the surface. 
This can be removed when _ the 
plant becomes tough enough ad 
{0 tavite atpack from the cut- 
worm. On large acreages, fall 
plowing and thorough cultivation 
is perhaps the most
